Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors , 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1963. 

There  have  been  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious 
disease.  There  were  at  one  time  several  cases  of  Sonne 
Dysentery.  It  is  now  thought  that  the  chief  method  of  spread 
is  by  transmission  of  the  organism  through  the  air.  It  does 
persist  in  those  who  have  become  infected,  who  remain  a 
reservoir  of  infection  for  a  considerable  time.  In  some  districts 
it  has  persisted  and  increased  in  spite  of  all  efforts  to  eradicate 
it.  Although  it  is  impossible  to  say  that  the  disease  is  non¬ 
existent  now  in  this  area,  there  have  been  no  outbreaks  of 
fresh  cases. 

Considerable  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the 
provision  of  housing.  However  much  is  provided  it  always 
appears  to  be  insufficient.  There  has  also  been  an  advance  in 
the  demolition  of  unfit  properties.  Adequate  housing  is  essen¬ 
tial  for  a  happy  population.  Further  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  building  of  old  people’s  bungalows.  During  the  year 
bungalows  were  finished  at  Plymstock,  and  facilities  for  com¬ 
munication  between  the  bungalows  and  the  Warden’s  house 
were  provided  in  co-operation  with  the  County  Council.  At 
Plympton  a  bell  system  was  used;  at  Plymstock  a  microphone 
system,  allowing  for  speech  betweeen  the  wardens  and  bunga¬ 
lows,  is  being  tried.  So  far4  it  has  proved  successful. 

A  great  deal  of  the  success  of  old  people’s  dwellings, 
with  resident  wardens,  depends  on  the  quality  of  the  wardens, 
especially  as  it  is  a  comparatively  new  venture  and  they  can 
receive  little  guidance.  We  are  extremely  fortunate  in  this 
District  in  our  Wardens  at  Plympton  and  Plymstock. 

Progress  is  being  made  in  the  provision  of  sewerage 
works.  Although  an  easy  and  cheap  method  of  disposal  is  to 
pour  all  the  sewage  into  the  sea,  with  the  increase  in  holiday 
traffic  and  increased  use  of  the  sea  around  the  coast,  this  it  not 
without  some  danger— not  very  great  if  into  the  deep  water  of 
the  open  sea,  but  undoubtedly  present  if  into  the  confined 
vater  of  estuaries.

Station  has  been  completed  and  is  fully  operational. 

Preliminary  investigations  into  the  design  of  the  drainage 
for  the  Oreston  area,  for  the  extension  of  the  Billacombe 
Works,  and  for  the  drainage  of  Newton  and  Noss  and 
Wembury  areas,  are  being  carried  out. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  has  continued  normally 
throughout  the  year,  and  a  weekly  collection  has  been  afforded 
to  the  whole  district  with  the  exception  of  a  few  isolated 
properties.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  &  1951 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  local  Authority  to  cause  to  be  buried 
or  cremated  the  body  of  any  person  who  dies  or  is  found 
dead  in  their  area,  in  any  case  where  it  appears  that  no  suitable 
arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  are  being  made. 
It  was  not  necessary  to  do  so  during  the  year. 

PET  ANIMAL  ACT,  1952 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  1952.  It 
is  necessary  for  a  person  keeping  a  Pet  Shop  to  be  licensed 
by  the  Council.  Three  licences  were  renewed  during  the  year. 

FIREGUARDS  ACT,  1953 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1953.  The 
Act  and  the  Orders  and  Regulations  made  thereunder  make 
provision  for  the  fitting  of  guards  of  approved  type  to  all 
heating  appliances. 

All  appliances  manufactured  after  1st  October,  1953,  must 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  the  provisions  apply 
to  all  fires,  etc.,  sold  by  retail  after  1st  October,  1954. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  regard  to  the 
sale  of  such  appliances. 
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CARAVAN  SITES  &  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT, 

1960 

Applications  for  Site  Licences  were  received  in  respect  of 
a  number  of  sites,  lliese  have  been  dealt  with  in  accordance 
with  the  Act,  and,  after  determination  of  their  requirements 
under  the  Principal  Act,  Licences  have  been  issued  in  respect 
of  6  sites. 

Enquiries  as  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  continue  to  be 
received  and  action  and  vigilance  is  required  to  control  the 
unlawful  siting  of  caravans. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

In  connection  with  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act, 
1949,  no  charge  was  made  for  work  carried  out  at  private  dwell¬ 
ings  but  the  full  cost  of  work  at  business  premises  was  recovered. 

Co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the  officials  of  the 
Infestation  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  and  their  advice  is  always  appreciated. 

Annual  Test  Baiting  was  carried  out  in  April  in  393  man¬ 
holes  in  31  sewerage  systems.  As  a  result  it  was  necessary  to 
carry  out  a  maintenance  treatment  in  May  in  9  systems.  The 
second  maintenance  treatment  was  carried  out  in  November  in 
7  systems.  The  Council’s  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  treated 
on  27  occasions,  the  Refuse  Tips  on  13  occasions,  and  the 
Playing  Fields  on  3  occasions. 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  can  be 
seen  from  the  table. 

The  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Rodent  Oper¬ 
ator,  assisted  part-time  by  another  workman  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment. 

The  methods  advocated  by  the  Infestation  Division  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  the  extermin¬ 
ation  of  rats  and  mice  were  used,  the  bait  bases  being  damp 
sausage  rusk,  bread  mash,  oatmeal  and  sugar  meal,  and  the 
poisons  Zink  Phosphide,  Arsenious  Oxide,  Antu  (alpha-naph¬ 
thyl-thiourea  and  Warfarin.
